An Ordinance to Prevent the Erection 


or Maintenance of Uarbt-d Wire Fenc- 
ing In the Town of Reno.

HE: BOA n or ootN-nr ooiiMisaioitERs 
of Washoe counfy, Nevada, by virtue of the 
power aud authority in them vctteil by tae law* of 
the State «f Nevadit, do ordain a» follows, 


SECTION 1. It rhall be nniawful for any person 
orpereoMito erect or maintain any barbfd wire 
fence or fencing of any rind or fur any purpose 
»batevc> within the limits of the town uf iieno. 


SEC 3 
Any barbed wire fence or tracing of 
any kind now existing or which may be hereafter 
erected wlth'n the corporate limit* of the town of 
Re.io shall be deemed a nuisance, 
SEC 3. Any person or persons who shall here- 
after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence or 
fencing of any kind or for any purpose or shall use 
barbed wins In connection with sny other material 
whatever for fencing purposes within the corpor- 
ate limits of the town of iieno shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upoa conviction 
thereof before any Ouurt of competent jurisdiction 
shall bs fined in any sum not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars or be impriHoned in the City and Count) Jail 
not exceeding twenty-five daye, or may be pun- 
ished by both such flue and imprisonment. And 
It shall be the du y of the Judge or Justice before 
whom the case may be tried. In case of conviction, 
to enter an order directing the Chief of police or 
other peace officer of (aid town to forthwith, re- 
move such nuieauce.

Silver gaining in the principal Industry 


of Nevada. The export of tb« metal last 
year, iooladiog the gold which in some 
nine* forma quite a percentage of the value 
of the product, exceeded $6,000,000. This 
was considerable more than the value of 
all other exports combined. Anything, 
therefore, that encourages silver mining ii 
beneficial to the State, and whatever dis- 
courages silver mining is detrimental to the 
State^ Hostile legislation has reduced the 
price of silver, ont principal product, from 
$1 29.29 to 82% cents per ounce, and 
transferred it from a preoions metal, with a 
fixed value, to a commodity, the price of 
which is subject to the "deals" and "cor- 
ners" of speculators. 


In the Eastern States, in fact in all the 


Stales the principal object of political par- 
ties should be to benefit the oominaoity. 
Pennsylvania is Republican because the 
policy of that party is supposed to be bene- 
ficial to tha iron and coal mines and the 
steel manufacturers of the State. 
Senators 


Edmunds and Morritl of Vermont refused 
to support the McKinley bill until a bounty 
of two cents per pound was granted sugar 
producers, became sugar is a product of 
their State, 
Massachusetts Representa- 


tives in Congress withheld their support 
from the bill until hides were put on the 
free list because the leather workers and 
shoemakers of the State «aid that an ira 
port duty on hides would cripple their in- 
dustries. Ohio Senators and Representa- 
tives were won over to support the measure 
for the reason that it increased the tariff on 
wool and California favored it for the pro- 
tection it afforded wines, raisins aud other 
products of the State; in short each and 
every Senator and Represuntative, who 
voted for the bill, did so, believing that a 
majority of his Constituents considered il 
beneficial to their interests, proving con 
olasively that selfishness is the governing 
motive in National legislation BB it is 
known to be in many other matters. 


This brings the political situation home 


to Nevada. Here, as stated, our principal 
product is silver. 
The two great parties 


•which for years have shaped the finanoia 
policy of the Government, a»-e hostile to 
this industry. They have by duplicity anc 
the use of ambiguous words and phrases 
made planka in their platforms to the 
double service of satisfying the gold men 
of the East that they meant one thing, and 
tha silver men of the West that they had 
another and entirely different meaning. 
Now the tactics of former years arenuoptec 
by both Republicans and Democrats, with 
the view of again deceivhig the people ol 
the West. 
Fortnnate'y, however, those 


who blindly followed the leaders of those 
parties, have haa the scales 
of pre- 


judice removed from their eyei and they 
see the politioal situation as it is, not as 
politicians picture it. They are fully aware 
that the great industry of the State need ci 
peot oo encouragement from eithur of the 
old parties. 
Wall Street controls both and 


the work of the goldbug was almost as 
thoiougb at Cbiongo as it was at Mmoeupo 
lis. There is, therefore, but one course 
for the people of Nevada to pursue, and 
that is to ignore the nominees of Wai 
Street, whether they appear >t« II irriaon or 
Cl3»eland u<tu. 
Happily the people ol 


Nevada are aware of this and through their 
representatives are to-day determined to 
release themselves from the yoke which 
through pnrty 
combinations has made 


tlietn the slaves of Wall Street. 
They see 


their interests are alike and they sink par- 
tisnuUm for the common wen), ragfin?le»s 
of past party affiliations, nvikes common 
cause i.gainxt common eneuiiop.

It Is time to pick greens, or, rather, 


dig greens. Traveling the rural roads 
In Connecticut jnst now, especially in 
tho neigborhood of cities, one sees chil- 
dren and -women on the green lots by 
the roadside digging in the ground jnst 
as fast as they can. Each one carries s 
willow arm basket or tin pail, and a 
short bladed case knife. 
The little 


squads chatter and laugh and talk 
gossip, aud now and then one trills the 
refrain of a popular song. They are 
not skylarking or merrymaking; they 
are digging greens—red and yellow 
dock, dandelions, burdock and plantain 
—for home consumption. 


Everybody wants greens now, and 


trade in them is very lively. In a few 
weeks the garden greens—cultivated 
dandelions or spinach—will be ready to 
market, and then the popular demand 
for wild greens will cease. Most of the 
will greens gathered by Connecticut 
women and children are dandelions and 
dock, but some of the bolder ones, nim- 
ble footed maidens, put on rubber boots 
and slouch hats, penetrate into the tan- 
gled ffwamps, leaping from one quaking 
tussock to another, and harvest a bushel 
of wet and shining cowslips a day. 
About decayed old stnmps in forest 
dales skoke tlirives, and they pluck it in 
handfuls. 


At the beginning of the season dan- 


delion greens aro worth forty or fifty 
cents a peck in the market, and the re- 
tail dealers sell them for fifty or sixty 
cents; later the price runs down to 
twenty-five cents a peck.—Cor. New 
York Sun. 


Httllbnt In Plenty. 


The fishing schooner Surprise, Captain 


James Bell commanding, which sailed 
from Astoria in November for the pur- 
pose of prospecting the coast of Alaska 
afad'the Alexander archipelago in hopes 
of finding banks where halibut could be 
taken during the winter, returned to 
Astoria Saturday. She cruised around 
till April, visiting every point where 
there was n prospect of finding halibut 
and setting trawls in many places with- 
out success until on tho 8th of April, af- 
ter rounding Cape Chacon, on Prince 
Edward island, the most southwesterly 
point of Alaska, the first run of halibut 
was encountered. 


•The fish were so plentiful and easily 


caught that Captain Bell, foreseeing his 
supply of ice was to run short, hove 
away to the northeast aud headed up 
Frederick's sound for the Lacont glacier, 
which was reached after a two days' 
run, 
and on the 12th, with the hold full 


of ice, sail was made, and the 14th found 
the Surprise again off Cape Chacon, 
standing off and on, with set lines and 
trawls out, and the sea fairly alive with 
halibut. Some idea can be formed as to 
how plentiful the fish were from the 
fact that in two days Captain Bell, his 
two sons and an Indian caught, cleaned 
and packed in the ice ten and a half tons 
of halibut.—Portland Oregonian.

Statue of Columbus for Santo Domingo. 


The Ames Manufacturing company 


has received the contract for a large 
bronze statue of Christopher Columbus 
to be erected at ancient Isabella, on the 
island of Santo Domingo, where Colum- 
bus made his first settlement. The idea 
was conceived by Thomas H. Cummins, 
of Boston, and has been carried through 
.\ Catholic newspaper in that city. The 
dtatue was made from designs of B. 
Andrew of the State Normal Art school, 
and the model was prepared by Alois 
Buyeiis, of Gbont. The statue repre- 
sents Columbus standing with the left 
hand extended upward in thanksgiving 
while the right points to the first settle- 
ment in the New World on a sphere, 
below. 


The figure is 8 feet and 2 inches high 


and will be mounted on a pyramid of 
coral and limestone 13 feet high, which 
will be crowned with a capstone of 
dressed granite. The people in charge 
of tho monument have been given the 
land necessary for the foundation of the 
monument, and the republic of Santo Do- 
mingo has agreed fo allow the importa- 
tion of tne statue and the foundation 
t'reo of duty and to care for the memorial 
as public property.—Cor.
